BIG. STRIKE TIES 
UP WORK IN 
DENVER 


DAYTON, O., May 28.—This tity 
is facing the first strike which has 
taken place for a long time. 


A strike has been called by the 
Painters and Decorators’ Union No. 
249 with a demand for recognition 
of the union, an eight-hour day and 
45 cents per hour. They are willing 
to waive a demand for closed shops. 

Two hundred and fifty union 
painters employed on one building, 
now under course of construction, 
walked out. The firm in charge of 
the painting on this buffding tried 
to use some non-union painters to 
complete the job, and as a conse- 
quence all the marble setters work- 
ing on this building also laid down 
their tools and walked out. 

Already twenty-five firms have 
signed up with the painters at the 

new scale and they consider the strike 
practically won. 

This was a forerunner to a strike 
of the electrical workers numbering 
about seventy-five employes, who 
demand an increase of 10 cents per 
hour and recognition of the union, 
with closed shops instead of the open 
shops that have prevailed in the 
past. 

Daily meetings of the strikers are 
being held in LaFayette Hall, the 
headquarters of the United Trades 
and Labor Council, and some inter- 
esting developments are expected. 

In a signed statement the master 
painters threatened the importation 
of strikebreakers, but public opinion 
was aroused and they later denied 
any such intention, thus repudiating 
the signed statement of their own 
press committee.

BE TAKEN UP. 
AT SCHOOL 


. PHILADELPHIA, May 28.—‘It 
would be a great and good thing if 
some citizen or group of citizens 
would establish at the University of 
Pennsylvania a chair on unemploy- 
ment, the function of which would 
be to organize a study of the causes 
of both the chronic and the excep- 
tional types of unemployment and 
make suggestions to our manufactur- 
ers and workers as to the _ best 
means of reducing it,’’ said Director 
Morris L. Cooke of the department 
of public works. 

“Unemployment,’’ he continued, 
“in the one word is summed up a 
problem of tremendous importance 
to any industrial city. It is, more- 
over, a problem to be faced by our 
generation. No other obstacle to our 
growth as an industrial center is less 
likely, however, to be successfully 
combatted unless our leaders, indus- 
trial, educational and religious, keep 
our attention focused upon it. 

“On the other hand, it can confi- 
dently be asserted that there is no 
one of the unfortunate conditions of 
our industrial life more possible of 
control than this one, if manufac- 
turers, educators, the laboring class, 
and others interested will so view 
itz?’
